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Extent of flood damage unknown 


Approximately 1,500 residents re- 
main displaced from their homes as 
a result of the flood which sub- 
merged the downtown area of the 
city this past weekend. 

As the waters of Whitewater 
Creek and Pea River rose, breaking 
the levee which for more than 60 
years had protected the city, approxi- 
mately 2,000 local residents were 
displaced. 

About 300 of those people re- 
turned to their homes by late Mon- 
day afternoon, and waters receded 


enough to allow large vehicles to 
drive around the town square Tues- 
day afternoon, Flood waters were ex- 
pected to be gone by Wednesday, 
March 21. 

Gov. Hunt has declared the City of 
Elba a disaster area, but officials still 
cannot begin to estimate the extent 
of that damage. Red Cross and 
FEMA teams were in the Elba area 
Tuesday afternoon assessing the 
damage, but by late Tuesday would 
only say that damage estimates are 
in the millions. 


Schools set 
to re-open 
on Monday 


Elba City Schools will re-open 
Monday, March 26, Superintendent 
Lamar Foley announced Monday. 

Foley said plans will be final- 
ized Thursday and local parents 
and students should tune in to area 
radio stations to determine exactly 
where classes will be held. 

Tentative plans made late Mon- 
day were to house high school stu- 
dents in the National Guard Armo- 
ry, to place Elba Middle School 
students in Paul Windham's and 
National Security's hangars at the 
Elba Airport, and to set up Elba 
Elementary School at the Army Re- 
serve Center. Consideration was 
aver to housing administrative of- 
ices in the Masonic Lodge. 

Child Nutrition Coordinator Ro- 
land Powell said a lunch program 
will be in operation by Monday. 
Powell said students may be served 
sack lunches for the first few weeks 


of operation, and the breakfast pro- 
gram will be temporarily suspend- 
ed. 

Transportation schedules wiill be 
determined as road and bridge situ- 
ations are determined. Transporta- 
tion supervisor Red Wilson, aided 
by Bob Hahn, Kenneth Baker and 
Bobby Boutwell, moved ail of the 
city school buses to higher ground 
before the downtown area flooded. 

The Board of Education met 
with state Department of Education 
members and Rep. Jimmy Holley 
early Monday and decided to do 
whatever was necessary to keep the 
city system operational. 

"We've got to protect the integri- 
ty of Elba City Schools," Board 
Chairman Garth Lindsey said. "We 
can sit here and be integrated right 
into the county system or we can

Businesses 
continuing 
operations 


When flood waters _ literally 
drowned the downtown area of the 
City of Elba last Saturday, only 13 
businesses which have city licenses 
were left operational. 

Ranch House Restaurant, Medical 
Arts Pharmacy, Elba Bait Shop, 
Country Convenience, Honest 
Gene's Used Cars, Dixie Ford, Elba 
Tractor Co., Town and Country, 
Williams Signs, Patrick Feed, West- 
side Beauty Shop, Farmer's Live- 
stock Co-Op and Bradshaw's Pest 
Control were not closed by the disas- 
ter. 

In addition, the facilities of Elba 
Packing Company, Kleinerts, Na- 
tional Security and Hayes Funeral 
Home were not damaged. Packing 
Company employees reported to 
work Monday. 

But most merchants immediately 
made plans to resume operations as 
soon as possible.

She predicted that the 
need for meals will increase as addi- 
tional support and clean-up person- 
nel come into the city. 

A Southem Baptist Convention 
disaster relief team is preparing and 
serving Red Cross meals at the As- 


sembly of God. 


Electricity is being restored as 
quickly as possible and as soon as 
conditions are safe, Ed Compton 
said. 

"We have about 20 percent of the 
electricity restored," Compton said 
late Monday.. "Our people are 
working day and night. We ask that 
you be patient with them... They 
are tired and worn."

Officials kept all-night vigil 


Elba officials pulled sentry duty 
for local citizens Friday night, 
watching the waters of Whitewater 
Creek and Pea River rise, making 
evacuation plans and eventually 
sounding alarms which roused peo- 
ple to action in the nick of time. 

More than 12 inches of rain fell 
on South Alabama Friday, causing 
flash flooding across the Southeast 
corner of the state and closing many 
roads in the region. 

When rescue workers evacuated 
flash flooding victims from a mobile 
home on Taylor Mill Road early Fri- 
day afternoon, they had no idea Car- 
ol Fudge was the first of almost 
2,000 victims who would be moved 
from their homes within the next 24 


hours. : 
The early flash flooding, which 


also caused flooding in the Mulberry 
area, was in the Beaver Dam Creek 
watershed, Those waters had subsid- 
ed by midnight Friday, but Whitewa- 
ter Creek and Pea River continued to 
rise. Whitewater obviously rose fast- 
er, rendering bridges on the north 
end of town inoperable, 

Throughout the night, city crews 
worked to evacuate low-lying areas 
and barricade roads which crossed 
the levee at Whitewater Bridge, Pea 
River Bridge and the old railroad 
tressle. 

Residents first were evacuated 
from Riverview, then from homes in 
areas outside the levee. 

At about 10 p.m. Friday, officials 
closed Whitewater bridge at Smith 
Avenue. Hwy. 125 at Wise Mill also 
was closed, and rising waters also 


made Hwy. 203, the Elba by-pass, 
impassable from Smith Avenue to 
the Troy Highway. 

City officials began sounding 
alarms and notifying residents of 
Smith Avenue to get out if they ex- 
pected to walk out because the last 
exit would soon be closed. 

Brookdale residents were evacu- 
ated about 4 a.m. Saturday. 

From 4:30 to 5 a.m., officials con- 
tinued to watch waters rise. When 
the river reached the point at which 
it crested in the 1975 flood, 37 feet, 
city officials began to consider evac- 
uating the area inside the levee, real- 
izing that if at no other place, the 
Smith Avenue barricades probably 
would not hold.

Shortly after the Japanese dropped bombed Pearl Harbor , President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt declared Dec.7, 1941 "a day which will live in infa- 
my.” : 

For folks in and around Elba, Ala., March 17, 1990, also will live in in- 
famy. 

No one could have dreamed such a disaster as the 1990 flood would 
strike this city. Anyone who didn't actually see the flood would have a 
hard time believing it. 

Many, many people worked long and hard to prevent loss of life and to 
help folks recover from the loss. Knowing there is no way to publicly 
thank them all, we'd like to take a stab al saying "thanks" to the many, 
many people who've tackled a Herculean task. 

« Enough cannot be said about Mayor Fred Moore, whose leadership 
and command decisions throughout the disaster have been - and will con- 
tinue to be - invaluable. 

» Rep. Jimmy Holley, who physically put in a 24-hour shift during the 
worst of the disaster and immediately set in motion plans for recouping 
from the tragedy. 

» Police Chief Freddie Hanchey, who exhibited an ability to think on his 
feet and took charge of a chaotic situation. Chief Hanchey's department 
followed instructions professionally and without hesitation, When neces- 
sary, the men also made quick-witted management decisions. 

* City crews have worked round the clock again and again without any 
idea whether they would have a home when it was all over. Street Superin- 
tendent James Simmons worked tirelessly, even with the knowledge that 
his home was gone. 

*The Fire Department and Rescue Squad also have pulled long shifts, 
standing by their vehicles continuously and aiding rescue efforts. 

* The radio broadcasters who got vital information to local folks about 
evacuation and relief. Doug Holderfield continued to operate both WZTZ 
and WELB even as his station was surrounded and water was lapping al 
his feet. Although he lost power for a short time, as soon as power was re- 
stored, he was back on the air. 

WKM<xX and Brandi Thomas also are to be commended for a job well 
done. The station provided continuous coverage and delivered many reas- 
suring messages to and from families and friends. 

* Numerous National Guard and U.S. Army Reserve units pitched in un- 
selfishly. 

+* Local people, local restaurants, and neighboring towns provided food 
and coffee during the disaster. Since the disaster, Enterprise restaurants 
and grocery stores have been set up at Hayes Funeral Home, and Opp or- 
ganizations have sent in food and ice. 

» Among the area police departments who loaned manpower were Kins- 
ton, Cpp, Brantley, Troy, Troy State University, Brundidge, Goshen, En- 
terprise and New Brockton. Neighboring sheriff's departments provided 
help as well, 

» State Troopers have provided assistance and security as the waters sub- 
sided and looting begin. Among them, Ronnie Whitworth, who put him- 
self in personal danger as he waded in a lot of water to assist people in get- 
ting out, deserves a special note of thanks. 

* Red Wilson, who, aided by Bob Hahn, Kenneth Baker and Bobby 
Boutwell, managed to save all of the city's school buses. 

The last bus rolled out of the downtown area at 6:45 a.m. Saturday, after

"There was water this deep in the school yard when we pulled the last 
one out," he said, indicating the water was almost knee deep. "There was 
water in the last bus and in my truck when we left.”

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Set priorities 
for clean-up 


Although priorities for clean-up 
and repair of buildings will vary 
acording to the kind and serious- 
ness of damage, the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension Service of- 
fers the following guidelines for re- 
couping. 

* Take photos of flood damage 
for insurance claims and tax deduc- 
tions. Keep a record of all expens- 
es. 

* Assemble a “bare essentials" 
first aid kit for minor injuries which 
may occur while cleaning. 

* Examine building structure. 
Check foundations for settling, 
cracking or undermining. Examine 
walls, floors, and windows to deter- 
mine what repairs are necessary. 
You may want to repair only tem- 
porarily until extensive work can 
be done. 

« If basement is flooded, start 
pumping the water in stages. Pump 
about a third of the water each day. 

* Get electrical system in opera- 
tion. If switch box is in a flooded 
basement, do not tum electricity 
back on until water has been 
pumped out. Take electrical appli- 
ances tG-a serviceman as soon as 
possible. 

* Get water system in operation. 
Disinfect walls and water system. 

* Shovel out mud and silt before 
it dries. 

* Before they dry, wash down 
flooded walls and floors with a 
hose. Start at bottom and work up- 
ward. 

* Scrub and disinfect walls and

Snakes, rats 


problems 
after floods 


Following floods, snakes and ro- 
dents are often forced into places 
where they are not usually found. 

Many water moccasins already 
have been seen in areas where flood 
waters have receded. 

The Alabama Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service recommends the follow- 
ing precautions for dealing with 
snakes and rodents: 

* Be alert for snakes in unusual 
places and keep a heavy stick or oth- 
er weapon handy. If you realize you 
ar near a snake, avoid sudden move- 
ment, which may cause the snake to 
strike. 

* Search the premises for snakes 
before beginning clean-up opera- 
tions, and wear heavy leather or rub- 
ber high-topped boots and heavy 
gloves. 

* If you kill a poisonous snake, 
use a stick, rake or other long- 
handled took to carry it away for dis- 
posal. Snakes may biet even when 
they appear dead. 

* To rid a building of snakes and 
prevent others from entering, re- 
move the snakes’ food supply - rats 
and mice. Also remove hiding places 
- get rid of lumber piles, trash piles, 
high weeds and grasses and debris. 

To control rat populations: 

* Poison rats which can't be de- 
stroyed by clubbing or trapping, but 
be careful with poison or bait, espe- 
cially if there are children in the 
house. 

* After infestation has been con- 
trolled, clean up rat harboring plac- 
es. Remove trash piles and piles of 
damaged furniture or equipment. 
Store materials on platforms or 
shelves 12 to 18 inches above 

und, 

* Remove food sources. Suspend 
garbage containers from trees or 
posts and remove animal carcasses. 

* Maintain several permanemt rat 
bait stations in strategic locations, 
even after rat infestation has been 
controlled.

Ronnie Whitworth began checking 
situations south of town and returned 
to report they had found a swift 
stream of water pouring into the 
Brookdale area. 

Simultaneously, efforts also were 
being made to take current river 
readings for the National Weather 
Service, so that they could update 
projections of when the river would 
crest. 

When it was decided all efforts 
should be directed toward establish- 
ing and implementing an evacua- 
tion plan, which very probably 
would have to be put into effect in 
a matter of minutes, the mayor 
called in a team to formulate and 
expedite such a plan. Simultaneous- 
ly, a crew was dispatched to physi- 
cally check the condition of the lev- 
ce in relationship to the pressure 
from Whitewater Creek. When the 
first survey was made from the: 
Smith Avenue barricade to the 
Troy Highway, water was already 
moving over the levee in the area 
behind the Elementary School. 

As the crew was surveying the 
levee, Elba Police Chief Freddie 
Hanchey divided the city iftto seven 
sectors and assigned two-men 
teams with two-way radio equip- 
ment to notify all residents within 
the leve of the potential danger. 
The people were told that when si- 
rens sounded, they should abandon 
efforts to save possessions, grab 
their children and go. Residents 
were instructed to exit the city via 
Hwy. 189 North, Hwy. 84 West or 
Hwy. 166 West. Arrangements also 
were made to move the command 
post to the Work Release Center. 

Shortly before 6 a.m. the sirens 
of all available units were sounded 
Rescue units and private citizens 
assisted in evacuating the known 
disabled and the elderly, a task 
which had scarcely been completed 
when at about 6 a.m. the levee actu- 
ally ruptured. 

"When they said ‘Get out,' at that 
point, everybody got,” Elba Clipper 
Publisher Ferrin Cox said. "Within 
a minute and a half of the levee 
breaking, there was several fee. of 
water all over the area. 

"We were standing there watch- 
ing the water come over the levee," 
he said. "Then there was a foot to 
18 inches coming throug> a new 
hole and within seconds the volume 
had doubled. By the time we got to 
the edge of the highway, it had dou- 
bled again and when we got two 
car links to our vehicle, the break in 
the levee was large enough for a 
house. When we reached Kebecca 
Lane, water covered the elementary 
school yard. Within 10 minutes, 
Cook Chevrolet had vehicles under’ 
walter. 

"Somebody radioed back to the 
sectors again that the levee had 
broken and that this was it," he 
said, 

Once the water got inside the 
levee, it continued to rise until 
about 2 p.m. The levee created a 
fish bowl effect in the downtown 
area, as the water had no way of es- 
caping. 

The state Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency director closed the 
Elba airport at about 10 a.m. in an 
effort to discourage sight-seeing 
until the situation had adequately 
been assessed. Ft. Rucker dis- 
patched a MedEvac unit to the air- 
port, which flew city officials over 
the disaster area. : 

After surveying the situation 
from the air at about 11 a.m., Elba 
Mayor Fred Moore was considering 
breaking the levee at a point south 
of town. However, the decision was 
made not to take such action be- 
cause it could pose additional dan- 
ger to homes in Brookdale and oth- 
er ares which were not under water. 

However, the force of the water 
did exactly what the mayor was 
considering sending ¢rews out to 
do. The force of the flood waters 
carved a 175-foot notch in the levee 
just behind the law offices of Garth 
Lindsey and Debbie Jared, which it 
eventually swept the office building 
through. The levee also broke at 
other places, including the bridge at 
Hwy. 84 and in Newtown. 

The Alabama State Baptist Con- 
vention was one of many organiza- 
tions which provided immediate 
aide to Elba residents throughout 
the disaster. Working from a trailer 
manufactured at the local Dorsey 
plant, volunteers from across the 
State were prepared prepared to 
serve 5,000 hot meals to flood vic- 
tims when they arrived. 

Simultaneously, the Red Cross 
was serving meals inside the As- 
sembly of God Church and Mon- 
day began distributing clothing 
vouchers, 

Late Saturday, about 16 people 
were evacuated from Smith Avenue 
by boat. The residents had stood on 
porches or rooftops watching the 
water rise all day.

Three of the area's four drug 
stores were flooded and are fast in 
returning to operation in temporary 
quarters. At the same time they 
working on plans for rebuilding 
flood ravaged facilities. 

The U. S. Post Office is operating 
and making plans to return to their 
permanuent quarters as soon as 
cleaning is completed. 

OK Tire Store plans to reopen 
this week in their normal location. 
Martins has cleaned up and rein- 
stalled glass in the windows. Insu- 
rance agents are operating out of 
temporary quarters and making plans 
to repair their damages and return to 
norma! business. Skinner Furniture 
is already conducting business from 
their cleaned up facility. Wise’s is 
cleaning up and working to maintain 
some contract cleaning services. 

Dawkins Floor Covering is al- 
ready back in business in their Troy 
Highway location. The same is true 
for Murphree Fumiture Co. on the 
Troy Highway. They are open and 
selling merchandise. 

The Big Bear is planning renova- 
tion and return with updated facili- 
ties. Also returning is Family Vide- 
os. Big Little, Mr. Henry's and Hoco 
are each working feverously to reno- 


vate their facilities. Family Dollar 
officials say they will return with a 
“new look” already in use in some of 
their stores. 

Cox Service Station and Daniels 
Gulf are cleaning out facilities and 
getting equipment ready. Bradley's 
Florist is also working to reopen, as 
is the Sound Center. Sears is work- 
ing from Pope Brothers facility on 
Packing House Road and preparing 
to return to their downtown location. 
H & R Block is operating out of 
Mrs. Johnson's home and will return 
to Claxton Ave when repairs are 
made. Hardee's has gutted their 
building and have already started 
the work necessary to give Elba a 
nice new facility. The Dairy Queen 
folks are busy cleaning out their fa- 
cilitys. Ye Old Hickory Pit -also 
plans to reopen. 

Dorsey Trailers is calling back 
some workers to help with the 
clean up and plans to be back in 
production within several weeks. 

Lawyers have established offic- 
es in temporary quarters, but all 
plan to return to their normal loca- 
tion when repairs have been made.

DECISIVE ACTION BY AUTHORITIES SAVED LIVES ! 


First few hours of the Elba 
Flood of 1990 were critical 


Editor's note: Before I begin 
this article, I would like to say in 
that I will surely not remember all 
of the details and I definitely will 
not remember all those individuals 
who fought so gallantly to save 
lives and material things. I'm writ- 
ing this article nine days and 13 
hours after the levee broke and the 
City of Eiba and the surrounding 
area was flooded. This article will 
deal primarily with the first twen- 
ty-four hours of the flood. 


During the morning hours of Fri- 
day, March 16, 1990, this reporter 
left the office to cover the evacua- 
tion of a trailer belonging to Mrs. 
Carol Fudge. 

The mobile home located on the 
Taylor Mill Road, just inside the city 
limits of Elba, was being threatened 
by Beaver Dam Creek. 

Elba Police Officers had removed 
their weapons and were wading 
through waist deep water carrying 
Mrs. Fudge's belongings from the 
trailer, They were soon joined by 
city workers, enlisted personnel 
from Ft. Rucker and many others. 

Little did anyone know, at that 
time, that Elba and the residential 
sections in and around the city 
would be literally fighting to save 
themselves, their belongings and the 
city itself. 

Later in the day, reports begin to 
come in that the heavy rains were 
causing problems, not only in Elba, 
but north of the city also. 

Whitewater Creek and Pea River, 
which join together just south of the 
Whitewater bridge on Highway 189, 
Smith Avenue, (the crooked bridge 
as it is referred to),were beginning to 
show evidence of the heavy rains by 
their rapid rise. 

The authorities, who had already 
been monitoring the weather condi- 
tions and the rising river, begin 
keeping a closer vigil on both. 

Mayor Fred Moore called all his 
department heads together for a 
meeting at city hall to discuss their 
plan of action. This action later 
proved to be vital in providing pre- 
cious time to allow life saving meas- 
ures to be taken. 

Included in the meeting were 
Elba Rescue Squad Captain Sonny 
Inman, Elba Fire Chief Lloyd Drig- 
gers and representatives of the news 
media. This meeting took place early 
in the afternoon, at a approximately 
2:00 p.m., and everyone was briefed 
by the mayor as to which areas 
would be affected by the rising wa- 
ters. 

The information was based on 
data supplied to the city by the Corp 
of Engineers after the flood of 
1975. 

Mr. A. C. Brunson, Sr. who 
reads the Pea River's depth and re- 
ports it to the proper authorities for 
analysis began feeding the same 
data to the police department and

The new Coffee County Health 
facility was opened with a ribbon 
cutting ceremony Wednesday 
morning, March 14, at 10 a.m. 

Governor Guy Hunt was on 
hand and had the honor of cutting 
the ribbon, Coffee County Com- 
mission Chairman Billy Eagerton 
presided over the ceremonies. 

The new facility was named the 
S. A. "Sid" Averett Health Center 
in honor of Coffee County Com- 
missioner Sid Averett. 

Governor Hunt praised the Cof- 
fee County Commission for their 
willingness to answer a desperate 
need by constructing the 16,000 
uate foe building at a cost of 
$1.1 million. 

"They (the commission) could 
have said, ‘We can get by a little 
loner, but they saw the desperate 
need,” the Governor said in his re- 
marks at the dedication. 

The building is located at the in- 
tersection of County Road 48 and 
Ala. Hwy. 167 just north of Enter- 


se. 

Commissioner Sid Averett com- 
mented, "This is one of the happiest 
days of my life, I deeply appreciate 
the commission for naming it in my 
honor, I feel very humble and ap- 
preciate the respect they have 
shown me and my endeavors.” 

Mr. Sid, as he is called, worked 
long and diligently in seeing this fa- 
cility become a reality.

Early reports predicted the Pea 
River to crest at 23 feet. That 
changed later in the day to 27 feet 
and from then on, it was a constant 
revision, 32 ft., 38 ft., 42 ft. until it 
became apparent that it would not 
be known at what height the river 
would crest until it reached it. (Pea 
River crested at 48 ft.) 

Litwe did anyone know, or at 
least the ones I was hearing, that 
"Littke Ole" Whitewater Creek was 
going to be the "bad guy" for the 
City of Elba and residential sec- 
tions outside the levee to the north 
and northeast of downtown, 

As the evening went on, all the 
communications and coordination 
of flood related activities shifted to 
the police department. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
had begun to alert all of his people, 
both those on and off duty, that 
they were in for a long hard road 
ahead. Little did the chief know, at 
that time, how long and how hard it 
would be! 

It's appropriate at this time to 
say that, Elba Police Chief Freddy 
Hanchey and the men and women 
of his department performed above 
and beyond the call of duty. They 
are to be commended and long re- 
membered for their actions! 

The first areas to be threatened 
were the residential sections locat- 
ed on Smith avenue and the River- 
view Subdivision. (This writer al- 
ready knew this since his house 
became famous in 1975, as it was 


the first house to go under water in 
1975 flood.) 

Those living in these areas be- 
gan to be wamed of the danger of 
rising water and were alerted to the 
fact that they should begin to make 
arrangements to evacuate. Trailers 
begin to be brought in from Dorsey 
Trailers by Melton Creel, Herchel 
Williams and many others that I 
didn't even know. 

Rob Hickman began bringing in 
trucks and trailers from his father’s 
moving company, Hickman Mov- 
ing & Storage, and making them 
available to individuals. 

Captain Gregg Oglesby, com- 
mander of the local guard, and Sgt. 
Dwayne Jones made men and 
equipment available to the residents 
of Elba. 

Neighbor began to help neigh- 
bor and even people who didn't 
even know each other began to help 
one another. 

While the residents of River- 
view and Smith Avenue were being 


-evacuated from the rising waters of 


Pea River, Whitewater Creek began 
to flow over the road on the west 
side of the approach to the bridge 
over the creek on the by-pass, 
Highway 203. 

Residents were warned to leave 
immediately and go to the westside 
of the bridge, but this happen so 
fast that everyone didn't get the 
message.

Elba City Government 
is returning to city hall 


City Goverment was abruptly 
uprooted (washed) out of its home 
Saturday morning, March 17, at ap- 
proximately 6:00 a.m., but it is 
showing evidence that it will not 
easily give up its home. 

Last Sunday and Monday, City 
Hall begin moving back home or at 
least into the front parking lot 
where a temporary office was set 
up. 
Employees of the city begin 
moving office furniture, supplies 
and equipment in even as the work- 
ers were installing front steps and 
hooking up the electricity. 

The city hall building is in the 
process of being cleaned so that re- 
pairs can st_rt as soon as possible. 

Mayor Fred Moore and City 
Clerk, Pat Booth stated that every- 
thing possible is being done to re- 
turn the operation of city hall back 
to as normal as possibly under the 
circumstances, 

The Elba Police Department is 
back home or at least in the upstairs

portion of the building. Chief Fred- 
dy Hanchey was seen scraping up 
the old tile on the bottom floor get- 
ting ready for the "new". 

When asked if this type clean-up 
was taught at the police academy, 
his reply was, "This is O. J. T. (On 
Job Training).” 

Radio equipment and the tele- 
phone system is operational in the 
police station with the exception of 
the 911 line. Chief Hanchey hopes 
to have it working in the near fu- 
ture. 

The paging equipment for the 
rescue squad and the fire depart- 
ment is not operational, at this ime 
but everything possible is being 
done to get it functioning as soon 
as possible. 

It's beginning to look a lot like 
downtown again with city hall and 
the police department retuming. 

The City of Elba may be down, 
but it certainly is not out. It is a 
town of champions and heroes - IT 
SHALL RETURN!

access road to Southland Broiler 
hatchery. It also passes the Enter- 
prise airport. 

According to county highway 
department officials, the work on 
the road will probably begin some- 
time in June or July.
